The  Branch  provides  financial,  educational  and  touring 
assistance,  consulting  services,  and  programs  in  dance, 
drama  and  music  throughout  Alberta. 

It  should  be  noted  that  inclusion  in  the  directory  does  not  con- 
stitute an  endorsement  of  a  particular  listing. 

Community  presenting  organizations  are  not  restricted  to 
selecting  artists  from  those  listed  in  the  Directory.

CONCERT  PERFORMANCES 
RESPONSIBILITIES 

In  the  engagement  of  artists  listed  in  the  Directory,  the  present- 
ers' responsibilities  are  normally  as  follows: 

1 .  Selection  of  artists  and  season  programming; 

2.  Provision  of  suitable  facilities  for  the  performance; 


In  many  cases,  artists  list  their  fees  as  negotiable.  Expenses 
normally  part  of  the  performance  fee,  such  as  transportation, 
subsistence,  and  the  performance  structure  can  vary  from  com- 
munity to  community.  Presenting  organizations  should  discuss 
special  circumstances  with  each  artist  or  manager. 


FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

Community  non-profit  organizations  who  present  a  series  of 
three  or  more  separate  performances  will  be  eligible  for  the  fol- 
lowing assistance  from  Alberta  Culture  and  Multiculturalism: 

1 .  Up  to  50%  of  the  artist's  fee  where  the  artist  or  group  are 
residents  of  Alberta; 

2.  Up  to  30%  of  the  artist's  fees  where  the  artist  or  group  reside 
outside  of  Alberta,  but  within  Canada; 

3.  Up  to  20%  of  the  artist's  or  group's  fee  in  all  other  cases. 


PERFORMERS  FOR  SCHOOLS  AND  YOUNG  AUDIENCES 

Artists  and  Companies  listed  in  this  section  have  a  special  inter- 
est in  performing  for  students.  Where  appropriate,  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  provide  a  description  of  school  programs 
offered.  Most  artists  provide  study  materials  for  teachers 
before  or  after  their  performance. 


RESPONSIBILITIES 

In  the  engagement  of  artists  listed  in  this  section  of  the  Direc- 
tory, the  school  or  presenter's  responsibilities  are  normally  as 
follows: 

1  Selection  of  artists  and  workshops: 

2.  Provision  of  suitable  facilities  for  the  performance; 

3.  Payment  of  artist's  fees  and  all  contractual  arrangements. 


3.  Maintenance  of  box  office  and  front-of-house  services 
and  staff; 

4.  All  local  publicity  and  promotion; 

5.  Payment  of  artists'  fees  and  all  contractual  arrangements. 
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FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

Generally,  fees  for  school  performances  and  workshops  are 
lower  than  those  for  public  performances.  Alberta  Culture  and 
Multiculturalism  offers  a  direct  subsidy  to  artists  for  the  presen- 
tation of  educational  programs  and  thus  assists  in  keeping  fees 
to  schools  as  affordable  as  possible.
